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The Cleveland Hills from above Kildale. This is 
part ot the enormous view one has from the summit of Rose- 
berry Topping. The obelisk to Captain Cookis a wonderful 
landmark for great distances over the moors. From this 
point of view, also, the level cultivated country has much 
the appearance of a green sea washing a mountainous coast. 
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
